“On the issue of MLA com¬ 
pensation, my government 
should have acted faster and 
we should have gone further 
than we did over the past few 
weeks,” she said. 

“Crowing up, I was always 
taught that the only thing 
worse than making a mistake 
was not admitting the fact that 
you did. 1 made a mistake on 
these issues and now I’m fixing 
them.” 

The no-pay committee has 
been a dominant doorstep 
complaint in the campaign for 
the April 23 provincial election 
and may have contributed to a 
major drop in recent poUs and 
an accompan 5 dng surge by the 
Wildrose party. 

“It’s clear they’re in panic 
mode,” Wildrose party Leader 
Danielle Smith said.

Canada is losing the fight

But Vic Toews was forced 
to back down from the con¬ 
troversial Bill C-30 earlier this 
year after facing a barrage of 
criticism from political op¬ 
ponents and privacy advo¬ 
cates. 

“It’s time for change,” Toe¬ 
ws told Metro after sending 
the bill, which would require 


Internet service providers 
(ISP) to monitor and willingly 
turn over online records of 
people suspected of being 
involved with child pornog¬ 
raphy, to a parhamentary 
committee for amendments 
before second reading. “Com¬ 
pared to other countries, we 
are behind the game when it 
comes to cracking down on 
these individuals.” 

Toews’ words do ring 
somewhat true, according to 
data provided by the Inter¬ 
national Centre For Missing & 
Exploited Children. It found 
Canada’s child-pornography 
laws “sufficient” but placed 
them in a category behind 
those of eight other coun¬ 


tries, including the U.S. and 
Britain, due primarily to a 
lack of ISP reporting. 

Critics, however, believe 
measures outlined in the bill 
and enacted in other coun¬ 
tries to monitor Internet use 
still go too far. 

“The reality is police are 
doing a very good job of 
catching child pornograph¬ 
ers.... A lot of people have 
said the bill is a lot like using 
a baseball bat to remove an 
appendix,” said University of 
Calgary Prof Tom Keenan, 
who is credited with teach¬ 
ing Canada’s first computer- 
security course in 1974. “It’s 
not the right tool, and it’s a 
very heavy tool.”

After 102 years, Joy Roberts 
White has pretty much seen 
it all. 

And as a reporter, she’s 
covered it all too. 

White, born March 29, 
1910 in England, celebrated 
her birthday at the Edmon¬ 
ton General on Thursday, 
where she has been a resi¬ 
dent since 2006. 

“(It feels) no differ¬ 
ent than it feels to be at 


80-something,” she said. 

She worked for Reuters, 
BBC and owned her own 
public-relations firm — and 
that was just from 1937 to 
1953. 

She got her start as a 
shorthand typist at Reuters 
in London in 1929 before 
climbing the ladder as a 
reporter in the ’40s dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 
She was an Edmonton print 
and broadcast journalist for 
CTV, CBC and CKUA from 
the ’50s to the ’90s. 

In her heyday, she inter¬ 
viewed actor Jimmy Stew¬ 
art, shook hands with roy¬ 
alty, interviewed the last 
emperor of Ethiopia, Haile 
Selassie, and was almost 
eaten by a bear. 

“I was lucky to be at Reu¬ 
ters. I went all sorts of dif¬ 
ferent places,” she said of 
her work.

Cyclists are putting their two 
cents in on routes for two 
wheels, as Edmonton readies 
to install 15 kilometres of on¬ 
street bike lanes starting this 
spring. 

That will increase the 
number of dedicated bicycle 
and shared-use lanes to 49 
kilometres, said Andrew 
Siggelkow, project engineer 
with the city’s sustainable 
transportation department. 

Last year, 18 kilometres 
were put in on the city’s 
south side. 

“It’s more spread out this 
year,” said Siggelkow. “We’re 
doing some in the north and 
in the west, and probably 


some in the downtown as 
well.” 

Information sessions 
began this week and run 
until April 11.

line at edmonton.ca/cycling. 

Input will be considered 
prior to a second round 
of meetings in May, said 
Siggelkow.

The goal of the 2009 
Bicycle Transportation Plan 
is to have 489 kilometres of 
routes by 2019.

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Federal budget puts economic 
growth in hands of private sector 




Budget. Government 
appears intent on 
making it easier for 
businesses to get the 
green light on major 
resource projects 


Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
is giving Canada’s corporate 
titans the means to drive the 
economy — while signalling 
government is moving to the 
back seat. 

Thursday’s massive budget 
— at nearly 500 pages it is one- 
third bigger than last year’s — 
is chock-a-block full of direct 
spending and incentives to 
help firms expand, invest and 
export, as well as measures 
designed to shed some of the 
shackles on their growth. 

“They are trying to create 
a favourable environment in 
which businesses can grow. The 
government is telling business, 
‘We carried the ball during the 
recession, now it’s your turn,’” 
said TD Bank chief economist 


Craig Alexander. 

That budget suggests 
government is getting out 
of the business of stimulat¬ 
ing the economy. In fact, Ot¬ 
tawa is creating a slight fiscal 
drag with average spending 
growth of 2.1 per cent over 
the next five years that is a 


shade under inflation. 

The message of the budget 
is that future growth will have 
to come from exporting to 
other coimtries and business in¬ 
vestments in plants, machineiy 
and equipment. 

“Speedier regulatory ap¬ 
provals, limits on employment 


insurance rates, improvements 
on the foreign-worker pro¬ 
gram, venture capital, what 
they are doing to support small 
business innovation, that’s all 
important stuff,” Jayson Myers 
of the Canadian Manufacturers 
and Exporters said.

Pennysaved soon 
to be worthless 

The humble one-cent piece 
is set to disappear from Can¬ 
adian pockets, a victim of in¬ 
flation. 

Thursday’s federal budget 
said the Royal Canadian Mint 
will strike the last of the little 
coins this fall. 

The budget says the cost 
of minting a penny has risen 
to 1.6 cents or $11 million a 
year. Its purchasing power 
has fallen to a 20th of its ori¬ 
ginal value. 

“Some Canadians consid¬ 
er the penny more of a nuis¬ 


ance than a useful coin,” the 
budget documents said. 

Pennies will stiU be legal 
tender, but as they slowly 
vanish from circulation, 
prices will have to be round¬ 
ed up or down. If the custom¬ 
er has the pennies, they can 
use them. 

Payments with debit or 
credit cards, or cheques, can 
also be to the penny But if 
the customer is pa 3 dng cash 
and doesn’t have the pennies, 
the total will go up or down 
to the nearest nickel. For ex¬ 
ample, $1.02 will become $1 
and $1.03 will be $1.05.

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Replica of world’s laigest snake on show 


Monster snake. 

Prehistoric Titanoboa 
was the length of 
a bus and weighed 
about 2,500 pounds 


A prehistoric monster snake 
the length of a school bus that 
likely fed on supersize turtles 
and crocodiles has made its 
way to the Smithsonian In¬ 


stitution in Washington, D.C. 
for an exhibit opening Friday. 

The National Museum of 
Natural History is featuring a 
life-size replica of Titanoboa 
along with a cast of its large 
vertebrae through January 
2013. When it was alive, the 
snake averaged 48-feet long. 

Fossils from the world’s 
largest snake were first dis¬ 
covered in 2004 in a coal mine 
in Colombia that once was a 
rainforest. Eventually bones 


from at least 60 of the monster 
snakes were uncovered. 

At first scientists labelled 
the fossils as being verte¬ 
brae from a crocodile, but a 
student interning with the 
Smithsonian eventually dis¬ 
covered the snake’s skull. 

Scientists figure the snake 
weighed about 2,500 pounds. 
It was found near fossilized 
plants and other creatures dat¬ 
ing to more than 60-milhon 
years ago. the associated press

The Chinese workers who 
often spend more than 60 
hours per week assembhng 
iPhones and iPads will have 
their overtime curbed and 
their hourly wages raised 
after a labour auditor hired 
by Apple Inc. inspected their 
factories. 

The Washington-based Fair 
Labor Association says Hon 
Hai Precision Industry Co., the 


Taiwanese company that runs 
the factories, is committing to 
reducing weekly work time to 
the legal Chinese maximum of 
49 hours. 

That hmit is routinely ig¬ 
nored in factories throughout 
China. Auret van Heerden, the 
CEO of the FLA, said Hon Hai 
is the first company to com¬ 
mit to following the legal stan¬ 
dard. 

Apple’s and FLA’s own 
guidelines call for work weeks 
of 60 hours or less. 

The FLA foimd that many 
workers at the Hon Hai factor¬ 
ies want to work even more 
overtime, so they can make 
more money. Hon Hai, also 
known as Foxconn, told the 
FLA that it will raise hourly 


salaries to compensate work¬ 
ers for the reduced hours. 

Heerden said that it’s com¬ 
mon to find workers in de¬ 
veloping countries looking for 
more overtime, rather than 
less. 

“They’re often single, 
they’re young and there’s not 
much to do, so frankly they’d 
just rather work and save,” he 
said. 

The FLA auditors visited 
three Foxconn complexes in 
February and March; Guanlan 
and Longhua near the coastal 
manufacturing hub of Shen¬ 
zhen, and Chengdu in the 
inland province of Sichuan. 
They employ a total of 178,000 
workers, with an average age

Deserving. Eberle, 
Nugent-Hopkins vie for 
awards despite dismal 
season for Edmonton 


In a season of mostly bad news 
for the Edmonton Oilers, line- 
mates Jordan Eberle and Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins could provide 
some positive stoiylines when 
the NHL hands out its annual 
awards injime. 

In a season that will see the 
Oilers miss the playoffs for a 
sixth straight year, Eberle is 
making a bid for the Lady Byng 
Memorial Trophy for sports¬ 
manship and gentlemanly 
play and Nugent-Hopkins is 
considered a fevourite to win 
the Calder Memorial Trophy as 
the NHL’s top rookie. 

While Eberle and Nugent- 
Hopkins would rather talk 
about a playoff push or team 
success than about them¬ 
selves, it’s too late for the for¬ 
mer and there’s been little of 
the latter for the 29th-place 
Oilers. 

They don’t, however, mind 
talking about each other. 

“This is probably a biased 
approach, but he deserves it,” 
Eberle says of Nugent-Hopkins 
and the rookie-of-the-year 
award. 

“He’s an honest player and 
he plays a good, honest game,” 
Nugent-Hopkins says of Eberle. 

Still two weeks from his 
19th birthday, Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins has lived up to the h 3 ^e 
surroimding him leading into 
the 2011 entry draft, when the 
Oilers picked him first overall 
from the Red Deer Rebels. 

Despite missing 20 games 
with a shoulder injury, Nugent- 
Hopkins has scored 18 goals 
and 31 assists, good enough 
for a tie with Gabriel Landes- 
kog of the Colorado Avalanche 
atop the rookie scoring race. 

“A lot of nights, he’s been 


our best player,” Eberle said. 
“He’s been, I think, everything 
that everyone expected him to 
be from Day 1. 

“I think a lot of guys 
thought he was going to get 
sent down, but once we saw 
him play, it was hke, ‘Holy 
crap.’ The big characteristic 
is how smart he is. He’s our 
quarterback on the power 
play. ” 


Eberle, 21, who led the Oil¬ 
ers in scoring with 43 points 
as a rookie last season, has 
scored at a point-per-game clip 
with 32 goals and 41 assists for 
73 points in the 73 games he’s 
played. That puts him 11th 
among NHL scorers going into 
Thursday’s games. 

He’s managed that while 
accumulating just eight min¬ 
utes in penalties, all minors. 


“He goes to the tough 
places, too. That’s where he 
scores most of his goals,” Nu¬ 
gent-Hopkins said of Eberle. 
“It’s one of those things where 
he’s just smart about it.” 

Eberle had just 22 pen¬ 
alty minutes with the Oilers 
in 2010-11 and he never had 
more than 32 minutes in four 
seasons with the Regina Pats.

Flames assume 
majority stake in 
Stampeders 

The Calgaiy Flames’ sports 
empire continues to grow. 

The NHL team an- 
noimced Thursday it has 
increased its stake in the 
CFL’s Stampeders from 
five per cent to a majority 
position. 

The Flames already have 
a controlling interest in the 
Calgaiy Roughnecks of the 
National Lacrosse League 
and own both the Calgaiy 
Hitmen of the Western 
Hockey League and Abbots¬ 
ford Heat, their American 
Hockey League farm team. 

“I don’t think (we’re) 
too big,” Flames president 
Ken King responded to 
questions about a perceived 
monopoly. 

“Now, in fact, with the 
addition of this team it’s 
the right size.” 

The Flames have a six- 
member ownership group 
led by chairman Murray 
Edwards, a billionaire oil¬ 
man who owns Canadian 
Natural Resources. 

The CEL transaction, 
subject to league approval, 
is expected to be finalized 
in the next few weeks. 

King also announced a 
new five-year contract for 
John Hufnagel, the Stamps 
head coach and general 
manager, perhaps as a way 
of illustrating that things 
will not be changing at 
McMahon Stadium on the 
football front. 

Hufnagel had two years 
remaining on his current 
contract but the new deal 
will kick in this season. 

The Stampeders were 
sold in 2005 by California 
businessman Mchael 
Feterik to a 12-member 
group that included former 
Stampeders players John 
Forzani, Dave Sapimjis and 
Bob Viccars, businessman 
Ted Hellard, and former 
CEL commissioner Doug 
Mitchell. Some members of 
the group have remained 
anonymous.
